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Exodus O0f25,000 
German Jews In 
1938 Is Sought

BERLIN—It is hoped that 25,- 
000 German Jews—2,000 more than 
lest year—will be able to emigrate 
during 1938. If preliminary plans 
can be adhered to, about 5,000 of 
this year’s emigres will find new 
homes in Palestine. Of the re- 
maining 20,000 about half will go 
to the United States. 

At least one-third of the Jews 
now emigrating from Germany 
need financial assistance of one 
kind or another. One of the im- 
mediate problems that must be 
met by Jewish. welfare organiza- 
tions here is the providing of funds 
to emigrants who are going to 
countries where “landing deposits,” 
minimum capital requirements, or 
both, are necessary. Negotiations 
are now proceeding which, it is 
hoped, will enable the emigrants to 
borrow such funds on reasonable 
terms, . 

It is considered likely that the 
percentage of who will be able to 
pay their own way this year will 
be somewhat greater than last 
year. This is due to two reasons: 
(1) those Jews who have money, 
and who up to now have remained 
here in the hope that the domestic 
situation would improve, have lost 
that hope and are prepared to 
leave; (2) the number of penniless 
Jews who can emigrate is neces- 
sarily limited by the amount of 
funds available to help them. 

The pinch of the economic drive 

against Jews in business is illus- 
trated graphically by the following 
figures: In 1934, a little more than 
10,000 Jewish emigrants were as- 
Bisted out of the country, while 
only 8,000 left who needed no as- 
sistance; last year, 16,000 non-as- 
sisted Jews left, while 7,000 were 
assisted to leave. 
_ Latest figures show that approx- 
mately 360,000 Jews are now left 
In Germany. Emigration since 
1938, when the present regime 
came into power, totals about 128- 
000. To date the emigration has 
been distributed roughly as fol- 
lows: to Palestine, 40,000; to other 
Ewopean countries, 30,000 and to 
overseas countries, 58,000. The

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Harry L. Glucksman, 
Social Worker, Dead

NEW YORK—Harry L. Glucks- 
man, social service executive, for 
the past nineteen years executive 
director of the Jewish Welfare 
Board, died last week a Mt. Sinai 
Hospital after a long illness. He 
was 49 years old. 
Funeral services were held Sun- 
day morning at the U. M. H. A. 
with Rabbi Milton Steinberg of the 
Park Avenue Synagogue officiat- 
ing. Burial was at Mt. Hope Ceme- 
tery. Governor Lehman participat- 
ed in the services, 
Mr. Glucksman occupied a large 
variety of positions in Jewish com- 
munal life, but his chief contribu- 
tions were in the field of social 
service. He was a founder and a 
leading spirit in the development 
of the Jewish community center 
movement in the United States. 
Born in New York City, he re- 
ceived his college education at New 
York University, specializing in 
economics and sociolgy. He began 
his career in 1912 as assistant sec- 
retary of the Jewish Big Brothers, 
and thereafter served as assistant 
and acting executive director of Y. 
M. H. A.’s in New York and New 
Orleans, 
He began his association with 
the Jewish Welfare Board as assist- 
ant executive director, and was des- 
ignated as executive director in 
1919. He had also been president 
of the National Association of Jew- 
ish Center Executives, president of 
the National Conference of Jewish 
Social Service, genera] director of 
the New York Allied Campaign, 
chairman of the administrative 
committee of the United Jewish 
Appeal and member of the Jewish 
Agency Council, treasurer of the 
American Palestine Campaign.

Drive On Jews 
In Austria Seen; 
Boycott Planned

VIENNA—Increased impetus to 
the anti-Semitic movement in Aus- 
tria as one of the results of in- 
clusion of Nazis in the patriotic 
Fatherland Front was expected. It 
was also feared that Dr. Arthur 
Seyss-Inquart, the pro-Nazi who 
was appointed Minister of Interior 
on Chancellor Hitler’s demand, 
might utilize his position to insti- 
tute an anti-Jewish program. He 
has an anti-Semitic record, partic- 
ularly in the Phoenix Insurance 
Company case. 

The anti-Jewish measures which 
it was feared he might carry out 
are: 
1—Revision of post-war Jewish 
naturalizations, 
2—Cancellation of residential 
permits for many Jews. 
8—Furtherance, directly and in- 
directly, of the numerous clausus 
in the professions. 

It is feared here that the Con- 
stitution will be modified before 
Summer, affecting Jewish rights. 
It is pointed out that the Father- 
land Front, which has a million 
members, is now open to Nazis and 
will be flooded by a half million 
new members who previously were 
active in Nazi sub-rosa organiza- 
tions. There may now continue 
their anti-Semitic activities within 
the Fatherland Front. 

Another result of the increased 
German influence in Austrian af- 
fairs to be expected is the intensi- 
fication of activities of the Anti- 
semiten Bund, which hitherto has 
been officially closed to Nazis. 
Nazis are now permitted to join 
the organization, and are expected 
to do so in large numbers, since 
the anti-Semitic organization fur- 
nishes a lega] instrument by which 
Nazi anti-Jewish propaganda can 
be conducted. 

A statement of program issued 
by the Ministry of Interior, de- 
clares the authorities must observe 
strict legality, objectivity and hu- 
manity. “No one in Austria,” the 
statement declares, “is more inter- 
ested in the most careful observa- 
tion of national interests than the

Germany Expels 
Russian Jews

BERLIN—lIn what is believed to 
be the first step to rid Germany 
of all Jewish Soviet citizens, the 
Reich Government had ordered at 
least sixty Jews holding Soviet 
passports expelled in the last few 
weeks, 
The Soviet Government has not 
yet granted any of the sixty per- 
mission to re-enter the U. S. S. R., 
white Jewish circles fear that the 
Soviet intends to bar her gates per- 
manently against these expatriates. 
It is estimated that at least a 
thousand Jewish Soviet citizens are 
residing in Germany, many of 
them for more than fifteen years. 
Official circles confirm the expul- 
sion orders issued for an undeter- 
mined number of Soviet citizens, 
but neither confirm nor deny that 
the orders are applicable to Jews 
only. 
Many expulsion orders carry 
time limits of ten days to six 
weeks. Unverified reports state 
that the failure of the Soviet Gov- 
ernment to grant re-entry permits 
already has resulted in the expira- 
tion of some of the time limits and 
the arrest of several Jews. 
Meanwhile, the European gen- 
eral consulate of Ecuador has been 
ordered by its Government to cease 
granting visas for Jews of non- 
agricultural occupations, The Liv- 
erpool, England, consulate has been 
refusing visas for non-agricultural 
Jews since Feb. 12, and a similar 
policy is in effect at the consulate 
here. 





ARAB ARMS SEIZED

VIENNA—Rumors of impending 
anti-Jewish legislation gained 
strength this week, despite official 
assurances to the contrary, as 
Nazis demonstrated in the streets 
foltowing Chancellor Hitler's ad- 
dress to the Reichstag in Berlin. 
(In his address, Hitler warned 
of war unless the 10,000,000 Ger- 
mans in the two neighboring coun- 
tries (Austria and Czechoslovakia) 
were joined with the Reich. He 
also threatened reprisals against 
nations whose press attacked Ger- 
many. 
Demonstrations on  Vienna’s 
main street, the Ringstrasse, fol- 
lowed the broadcast of Hitler’s 
speech. 
It was strongly rumored that 
legislation had already been pre- 
pared to deprive Jews naturalized 
after the war of their citizenships 
and to eliminate Jewish journal- 
ists from the Austrian press. 
The rumors were current despite 
official assurances that had been 
given to the Jews to the effegt 
that no anti-Jewish restrictions 
were planned, Chancellor Kure 
Schuschnigg received a deputation 
of Jewish industrialists and told 
them they had nothing to fear 
from Nazi influence in his govern- 
ment, that the Jews could face the 
future with complete confidence. 
The conviction that Jewish 
rights would be safeguarded was 
affirmed by Government Councillor 
Herman Oppenheim, president of 
the Union of Austrian Jews, who 
voiced the belief that in the sphere 
of legislation no change in the pos- 
ition of Jews as citizens enjoying 
equal rights was to be expected in 
the near future.

Tipped off that an unidentified 
man had tried to secure the Lied- 
erkranz Hall for the meeting, Miles 
Tiernan, city editor of The Star, 
assigned three of his ace reporters, 
Robert Early, Ralph Brooks and 
Walter Morse, to the “story”, Af- 
ter several days’ work, The Star 
“broke” with the story Wednesday 
morning. Reaction of the entire 
city was decidedly opposed to the 
meeting and local citizens of Ger- 
man ancestiy were quick to disown 
the organizers and the German 
American Bund. 

Robert Early, who wrote the 
story in Wednesday’s paper, said 
that the man attempting to secure 
a hall for the meeting did not put 
in his appearance at any time, but 
used the telephone entirely in at- 
tempting to make arrangements. 
According to Early, the map told 
local German-Americans that the 
purpose of the meeting was “to 
warn the people against the men- 
ace of Russian propaganda”.

Praise For The Indianapolis Star 
(An Editorial) 
oe the thorough-going work and vigilance of the news staff 
of The Indianapolis Star goes the major portion of the 
credit for the thwarting of plans for organization here of 
a cell of the German-American Bund. 

Informed that an attempt was to be made to organize the 
Bund in Indianapolis, city editor Miles Tiernan assigned three 
of his best reporters to the “story”. For several days Robert 
Early, Ralph Brooks and Walter Morse traced down the facts 
before they were ready to release the news to the public. 

As the story was printed, it showed signs of judicious 
handling, with a view to preventing any feeling from any in- 
terested groups, and with especial care to printing’ only the 
facts. 

If the largest share of credit goes to The Star, it must 
not be forgotten that praise in the first instance goes to those 
loyal Americans of German ancestry who gave the first infor- 
mation to the morning newspaper. Tiernan freely admitted 
that several Americans of German ancestry helped the re- 
porters in the investigation. 

The incident is a perfect example of the salutary effect: of 
a free and alert press. At the same time, the incident shows 
the real feeling of German-Americans here against attempts 
to bring Hitlerism to the city. It would take no keen observer 
of affairs in the city to discover the fine relationship and 
friendship between Jews and Americans of German descent, 
many of whom migrated to the United States; to escape the 
same oppression and regimentation which the bund seeks to 
foster.

Rabbis And The Anglo-Jewish Press 


[re problem brought up by David J. Galter in 

connection with the refusal of many rabbis 
to urge their congregations to subscribe to their 
local Anglo-Jewish publication has many inter- 
esting: aspects, and without doubt goes as deep 
into the real situation in American Jewish life 
as any other specific question. 

Basically the Anglo-Jewish press has urged 
the authority that, in Europe at least, was vested 
only in the rabbi. There the word of the rabbi 
replaced the editorial in the Anglo-Jewish news- 
paper. Not only was the rabbi law on questions 
of religious import, but he ruled on every action 
in connection with Jewish life from trials to pro- 
cedure unto the very thoughts of the people he 
ministered to. 

That this change in situation has caused an 
almost invisible resentment among many rabbis 
is certainly one of the reasons why they have 
kept to themselves when a word or a suggestion 
would have meant a great deal to the circulation 
list of the paper in their community. 

The same struggle was fought by the public 
press when it went through the same travails 
and the same growing period as the Anglo-Jewish 


press. Then too the editors were lay leaders 
with much less book learning than the men of 
thd ministry whose positions of authority they 
gradually took over. In the Anglo-Jewish press 
today there are many men whose energies might 
better be adapted to digging ditches than to writ- 
ing editorials. But gradually these tyros are 
being weeded out and the editorial ehairs are 
assuming a dignity and a learning which in time 
will earn the respect of the rabbis themselves. 

Eyen so the point made by Mr. Galter is ex- 
ceedingly valid. An inferior anglo-Jewish news- 
paper is much preferable to none at all. Any 
rabbi, with a little investigation, will find that 
the members of his community that are members 
of congregations compose the reading public of 
the local Jewish nawspapers. Inversely the peo- 
ple who remain aloof from Jewish contacts are 
those who do not subscribe to their Jewish paper. 
It is the old problem of education. Let an in- 
idvidual know what his Jewish community is do- 
ing and he is more apt to take part himself. 

The time definitely will come when rabbis 
will ask their congregants to subscribe without 
urging from any other source than their own un- 
derstanding of the situation. 


Congratulations Oe Friday Night Services 


yest a few a years ago would have been 
throught practically impossible, is being 
witnessed in almost every wide-awake congrega- 
tion in the land. It is the interesting, well-at- 
tended, and enthusiastic Friday night services. 

What is happening is a general understand- 
ing in more and more families of every Congre- 
gation that Friday night is synagogue night, 
and without planning, attendance at services is 
the custom, almost to the same extent as eating 
the Friday night meal. 

The success of the work and thought put into 
Friday night services is a good indication of what 
can be accomplished in other Jewish fields, such 
as adult education, philanthropy, and additional 
synagogue functions, 

In a good many congregations, Friday night 
is forum night. Other congregations arrange 


sociable teas where the attendants chat compan- 
ionably for a few minutes after services. In 
almost every case, plans are made for lay par- 
ticipation, in one way or another, so that the 
worshippers are made to feel that they are a 
part of the congregation. 

If the successes in this instance is a good 
augury, what is it that the future holds for the 
strengthening of Judaism? The rebuilding of 
the house of worship as an integral element is 
one of the few positive aspects of modern-day 
Jewish life. The task is not complete, but it is 
well begun. Already splendid attacks are being 
made at the other problems which have disin- 
tegrated the Jewish community. In a picture of 
black, the revival of interest in things Jewish is 
the one rift which holds any hope for the re- 
kindling of the fire from the ashes. 


Comments On Current Topics 


Orthodoxy Reigns In England, Reform Rabbi 
Raphael H. Lexine Says.—It must come as a 
shock to the American Reform Jew visiting Eng- 
land to discover that being a Liberal Jew, far 
form being advantageous and socially approved, 
is rather a handicap. Orthodoxy is this country 


is the official Jewish religion. The Chief Rabbi 
is recognized by the government as the official 
religious head of British Jewry. At all state 
functions to which representatives of the various 
communities are invited, the Chief Rabbi is al- 
ways invited as the Jewish representative. In- 
deed the present incumbent has even attained 
the distnction of having his wax effigy placed in 
Madame Tussaud’s, the world-famous wax works 
in London, which constitutes a formal recogni- 
tion of his formal position. 

Until comparatively recent years Liberal Ju- 
daism had no official standing at all. Even to- 
day Liberal Jews are regarded in the same class 
with non-conformists who do not belong to the 
official state Church of England. In a country 
such as England, steeped in tradition, with a 
state Church to which the king and most of the 
nobility belong, it is not difficult to understand 
how among Jews, too, the official Judaism recog- 
nized by the government would hold an advant- 
ageous social and political position. The whole 
force of public opinion and social pressure is on 
the side of orthodoxy. The Jewish Board of Dep- 
uties, sometimes called the “Jewish Parliament,” 
whose influence is far reaching, is almost ex- 
clusively orthodox in its membership. 

As a result of this predominace of Orthodox 
influence some rather anomalous situations arise, 
so at least it would seam to the American Reform 
Jewish visitor. For instance the B’nai B’rith in 
England ig predominantly orthodox. The ritual 
is conducted with covered head and orthodox 
forms and practices are carefully observed. In- 
deed, it was not until recently that Liberal rabbis 


were even invited to join the organization.

In The American Jewish Scene—Up in Detroit 
at Congregation Beth El, the Reform wing on 
finding themselves unable to abolish the woman’s 
gallery by a majority of votes, waited for the 
psychological moment, the night before Rosh 
Hashannah, stole into the synagogue and sawed 
off the seats in the woman’s gallery.
